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Population, 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  of  Withernsea  at  midyear 
1951  to  be  5023,  an  increase  of  129  over  last  year.  This  increase  is  all  the 
more  welcome  as  one  realises  the  increasing  cost  of  travel  to  their  work  in  Hull 
for  many  of  our  residents.  Prospective  residents  have  to  weigh  this  with  rent 
and  rates  in  other  districts. 

When  all  is  said  from  the  financial  angle  how  ever,  Withernsea  have 
many  attractions  from  the  health  angle.  Pure  sea  air,  unpolluted  and 
invigorating;  wide  stretches  of  sea  sand  easily  accessible  must  be  a  tremendous 
attraction  for  city  dwellers  both  for  residence  and  for  holiday  purposes,  and 
it  is  vary  necessary  that  these  attractions  should  be  kept  in  as  perfect  a  state 
as  possible,  e*g.  the  beach. 

Birth  Rate. 

73  live  births  were  registered,  47  males  and  26  females,  an  abnormal 
number  of  males.  Last  year  there  were  80  births  from  a  slightly  smaller 
population. 

The  birth  rate  is  14.5  per  1000  a  drop  of  2  per  1000  from  the  1950 
rate,  and  6  to  9  per  1000  from  the  high  rates  of  the  immediate  post  war  period. 

Of  the  73  births  9  were  illegitimate,  six  males  and  3  females  or  about 
72£  of  all  births. 

The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15.5  and  16.7  in  the  smaller 
towns  of  25,000  -  50,000  population. 

When  the  birth  rate  is  corrected  by  the  area  comparability  factor  of 
1,12,  which  takes  into  account  the  age  groups  which  predominate  in  the  area,  we 
find  the  figure  rises  to  16.14  which  is  what  the  birth  rate  would  be  if  there 
had  not  been  a  greater  number  of  older  retired  people  living  in  Withernsea  than 
is  general  throughout  the  country.  This  corrected  figure  of  16.14  corresponds 
closely  with  the  figures  of  16.7  for  the  smaller  towns,  and  15.5  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales. 

-^eath  -rtate 

During  the  year  79  residents  died,  six  more  than  the  number  of  births,’ 
This  includes  residents  who  died  away  from  home.  Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  Heart 
Disease  and  cancer  in  that  order  were  the  main  causes,  accounting  for  more  than 
half  the  deaths.  There  were  only  two  deaths  from  Bronchitis. 

The  death  rate  is  15.9  per  1000  population,  an  increase  of  2.4  per 
1000  over  last  year. 

When  the  death  rate  for  your  area  is  corrected  by  the  area  comparability 
factor  of  0,79  fear  death  rates  the  rate  is  reduced  to  12.56  which  is  what  the 
death  rate  would  have  been  if  there  had  not  been  a  greater  proportion  of  old 
retired  people  in  Withernsea  than  is  generally  found  throughout  the  country,  and 
which  is  in  fact  the  average  death  rate  for  the  smaller  towns. 

The  conclusion  that  one  must  draw  from  a  study  of  the  birth  and  death 
rates  is  one  that  will  bear  repetition.  It  is  that  we  are  becoming  an  older 
generation,  wc  are  living  longer  and  there  are  fewer  young  people  to  take  our 
places.  This  has  its  effect  on  many  things,  for  example  on  the  type  of  Council 
houses  we  build.  It  has  been  suggested  that  40/6  oould  be  two  bedroom  houses,  or 
bungalows,  suitable  either  for  young  couples  or  old  folk,  50/.  three  bedroom  and 
lO^c  4  bedrooms 

To  some  extent  the  more  that  old  people  are  satisfactorily  houses  the 
less  will  be  the  demand  on  hospital  accommodation  for  chronic  cases  and  of  course 
the  greater  problem  of  care  and  attention  for  them  is  lessened  if  there  are 
reasonable  facilities  and  amenities  such  as  hot  and  cold  water,  W.C.  ,  etc. 

But  the  real  answer  to  the  problem  of  retirement  may  be  the  realisation 
that  one  is  only  living  longer  because  we  are  physically  better  off  than  our 
fathers,  and  therefore  should  not  think  in  terms  of  retirement  age  but  of  our 
improved  capability  for  work  and  act  accordingly,  i.e.  carry  on  working  but  with 
this  difference  that  we  do  as  much  as  we  want  to  do  and  not  what  we  have  to  do. 
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Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  as  the  result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion 
during  the  year.  In  England  and  Wales  559  mother  died  as  the  result  of 
complication  of  pregnancy  or  one  for  every  1260  births. 

Infant  Mortality 

The  mortality  rate  for  1951  is  27.4  per  1000  live  births.  Two 

infants  uied  during  then  first  year  and  both  were  legitimate  children. 

Neither  of  these  children  died  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  The  chief 
causes  of  infantile  deaths  are 

1.  Infective  conditions  like  Broncho-pneumonia  or  gastro-enteritis,  i.e.  summer 

or  fly  enteritis,  and  whooping  cough. 

2.  Premature  Birth,  or 

3.  Birth  injuries,  or 

4.  Congenital  malformations. 

If  we  could,  as  we  eventually  should,  be  able  to  treat  successfully 
the  first  three,  we  would  have  a  very  small  infantile  death  rate 

With  increased  eduction  on  the  care  of  infants  by  Health  Visitors 
and  the  use  of  antibiolic  drugs  like  Penicillin  and  aureomy,  the  first  cause 
could  be  controlled. 


We  do  not  know  all  the  answers  in  the  causation  of  abortion  or 
premature  birth  but  the  best  safeguard  is  still  good  antenatal  care  and 
maternal  education.

There  is  a  good  chance  of  whoo  ing  cough  being  wiped  out  by 
immunisation  in  the  next  few  years.  New  and  improved  vaccines  are  now  being 
tried  which  may  rank  with  the  anti-diphtheria  vaccine  in  efficiency. 

Diphtheria. 

Po;r  many  years  there  have  been  no  notification  of  this  once  dread 
uscuoe.  .  It ^ must  be  emphasised  and  recognised  by  all  parents  however,  th?.t  the 
ls^ase  is  scill  rampant  only  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  invade  some  unprotected 
chiud  whose  parents  have  neglected  to  get  it  immunised  a  single  and  safe 
procedure  which  costs  nothing,  not  even  a  disturbed  night.

water  after  using  the  lavatory  and  these  may  be  heavily  infect.  What  is  easier 
than  for  some  of  this  infected  matter  to  be  transferred  to  food;  especially  if 
the  person  is  employed  in  handling  food;  and  some  luckless  person  who  buys 
or  eats  this  food  is  immediately  infected. 

Your  Council  now  require  a  Medical  Certificate  from  all  applicants 
for  work  in  your  cafes  and  catering  establishments.  This  is  good  but  not 
sufficient  if  the  applicar has  no  sense  of  hyger.ic  responsibility. 

Another  step  in  the  prevention  of  disease  was  taken  when  you  decided 
to  invite  the  Managers  of  food  shops  to  prohibit  entry  of  dogs. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  some  way  should  be  found  to  prevent 
the  gross  fouling  of  pavements  and  promenades  by  dogs.

Tuberculosis 

Two  males  and  one  female  were  notified  as  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  Their  ages  were  22  and  65  and  23  respectively. 

Four  males  aged  65,  50,  50  and  34  died  during  the  year. 

Under  the  national  Health  Service  a  clinic  for  outpatients  treatment  is 
held  at  1  at  ring  ton  near  Wit  hernsea  each  month,  and  Sanatorium  treatment  is 
provided  at  ilaywell  and  Driffield.  Domiciliary  treatment  is  provided  by  a  Chest 
Consultant  whenever  necessary. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Immunisation  technique  for  the 
prevention  01  tuberculosis, especially  in  those  exposed  to  infection. 

National  Health  Service, 

Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  this  area  chiefly  at  NUH  Infirmary 
and  Uestwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  where  there  are  full  facilities  for  X  rays 
laboratory  examinations  and  other  aids  to  diagnosis. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  also  carried  out  at  the  Research 
Laboratory  at  Hull, 

Sanatoria  and  clinics  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  are 
pa.rt  of  the  Health  Services,  as  also  is  a  Maternity  Home  at  Withernsea, 
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The  County  Council  provide  services  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  infants,  including  the  unmarried  mother  and  child.  Domiciliary  midwifery 
health  visitors,  home  nursing ,  arrangements  for  vaccination  and  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  the  Ambulance  and  home  help  services. 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  County  Council  became 
responsible  for  the  provir.  r.  of  accommodation  fox  all  persons  who  by  reason  of 
age,  infirmity  or  any  other  circumstances  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  other 
than  medical  or  nursing  cases,  and  further  for  the  provision  of  a  welfare  service 
for  the  blind,  deaf  or  dumb,  and  other  persons  wiio  are  substantially  and 
permanently  handicapped  by  illness,  injury,  or  congenital  deformity  or  such 
other  disabilities  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Persons  requiring  regular  medical  or  sick  nursing  care  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

National  Assistance  Act, 1948 

No  action  was  taken  by  your  Council  under  Section  47  but  when  and  where 
necessary, persons  in  need  of  cere  and  attention  owing  to  age  would  be  admitted  to 
one  of  the  old  peoples  residencies,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Council.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.
